Corner, this school was not opened. The pupils from 
this neighborhood were transported to the Village school. 
The Center school was the only one-room rural school 
maintained.

Instruction 


The ‘‘A’’ subjects including arithmetic, geography, 
language and grammar, reading, spelling and writing 
were assigned a regular routine place on the daily time- 
table and have received systematic instruction and drill. 


Equipment — 


During the year the primary room in the Village 
school was partially equipped,—and has since been fully 
equipped with the most modern of movable chair- 
desks. These, by relieving the crowded conditions, have 
aided in securing better order and discipline which in 
turn have made more efficient the work of the teacher. 


With the number of pupils now occupying the two 
rooms in the Village school it is impossible to secure 
proper heat and ventilation without exposing some of 
the children to sudden and extreme changes in temper- 
ature. This is not only uncomfortable but endangers 
the health of the pupils. For this reason I recommend 
and urge that the District appropiate the sum of one 
hundred dollars for the purpose of equipping each of 
the two stoves with ventilated jacket, fresh-air intake 
fiue and foul-air exit similar to those now in use in the 
school-house at the Center. 


Health 


Since the report of last year fourteen medical and 
dental treatments have been secured.

The fact that over 71 per cent of those examined had 
defective teeth and that this was followed by 22 per 
eent of enlarged tonsils brings to our attention the belief 
among many school physicians that diseased tonsils often 
occur as a result of defective and diseased teeth. Here 
is a possible field of activity for the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation or some other interested organization which could 
bring, through the local dentist or the Farm Bureau 
clinic, dental treatment within the reach and means of 
all school ehildren. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion I wish to commend the teachers for the 
professional spirit in which they have accepted my critic- 
isms and have adopted suggestions. As I come and go 
among your schools and catch the gleam of faces young 
but eager in their.tasks, I have the feeling that your 
teachers are building well that which makes for men and 
women.
